People who have 
fleshy 
cheeks 
should use room brushes with shorter 
bristles ar the end than at the han­ 
dle. 
These are fashioned in directly 
the opposite way from those that are 
most in use and and which are par­ 
ticularly good for all mouths except 
Those for fleshy persons. 
The teeth should be brushed at the 
morning toilet, and alw ays ju st be­

My dentist advised a bottle of per 
oxide of hydrogen and a bottle of lls- 
tenne, and recommended the use of 
a teaspoonful of each in a glass of 
water to be used as a mouth wash 
each morning. 


When people have an exeeaa of acid 
rn the saliva, a half-t,^spoonful o 
bi-earbonate of soda in a half glass- 
nl of water m akes a good wash for 
the mouth at night-_or milk of mag- 
nesia may be used. 


People 
who have fleshy ccheeks 
which will not scratch the enamel is 
necessary at least once a day, 
bot 
one should be very careful in brush­ 
ing the teeth, 
a constant brushing 
across the teeth will makq the girns 
recede. 
The teeth should be brushed 
from the gum 
toward 
the 
cutting 
edge. 


To merely brush the teeth across 
vigorously is apt 
to 
produce disas­ 
trous results and 
force 
the 
gums 
away from them. 
The brush ghould be made to ro­ 
tate against the surfaces of the teeth 
coming in contact with the gum s and 
teeth of the upper jaw only on the 
down stroke, and vice versa. 
There 
should, of course, 
be 
some 
cross 
brushing, against certain surfacea in 
the mouth where the rotary motion 
cannot well J>e employed,, but even- 
one should be very careful not to in­ 
jure the gum s 
by 
too 
much cross 
brushing at the

where their 
free margin covers the teeth,
